On looking into the figures ob- 
tained at the college bake shop we 
sqe that during October alone 4,361 
loaves of bread, 3,411 pounds o^ 
cake, cookies and doughnuts, and 

1.000 pies were’ baked there. 
Altogether six ahd ohe-hatf ton of 
baked goods came out of the col- 
Jege^ bakery during that month. 
Through a little speculation, the 
following figures can be derived 
concerning the amount of baked 
goods which is consumed during 
an average school year: 39,000 
loaves of bread; 30,500 pounds of 
cake, cookies, and doughnuts, and 

9.000 pies, totaling up to fifty-eight 
tons of baked goods. - *

It can be readily spen that the 
food proposition at St. Joseph’s is 
no small matter.

Striated Bed Rock 

On a recent field trip to the 
Monon quarry, specimens, of polish- 
ed and striated bed rock were gath- 
-ered-g iving evidence, su ppor.ting.'tlxe.. 
glacial activities of the Ice Age in 
Indiana. The striations, caused by 
the abrasive activities of the gla- 
cier, were due to the presence of 
material frozen into the under sur- 
face of the ice. This made it 
enormously destructive, especially 
in many localities in Indiana where 
the bed rock consists mainly of lime- 
stone which was laid down by the 
ancient seas which once covered this 
part of the continent.
